Drin Oro News —I well remember the 
frst of October, one year ago, when, for? 
sooth, because n little snow fell, everybody, 
almost, to use a purely Rocky Mountain 
phrase, ‘“‘shedadilted” out of the mountains, 
tot fear (bey would all be buried in the dzep 
snow-drifts , and being firmly impressed 
with this iden myself, I can assure you, not- 
withstanding the assurances of those who 
did pass the winter here that with but few 
exceptions, it was more pleasant than in the 
States I entered upon a winter sojourn 
here with my family, with many misgivings; 
but so far most glorious weather, with but 
one bare exception, a snow storm a few 
weehs ago—no winter weather could be 
more delightful Improvements in our city 
and distiiot are steadily progressing. Our 
miners, those of them pm ticularly who own 
good quartz claims, are digging away, with 
but small prospects of getting then quartz 
ground until next spring, and many, who 
having saved a few dollars from gulch min- 
ing during the summer, are seeking good 
quartz claims to work on shaics, trusting to 
get pay for their winter’s work when our 
mills begin to run in early spring.
